1 . I, Edmund J. Sease, am counsel of record for the Applicant. 



2. I have been provided with samples of the layers of a representative suit of the present 
invention, and true and accurate pictures of the samples are set forth below: 




3. It can be seen that the outer layer and foam layer are provided of a conventional thickness 
and that this thickness can be varied according to specific usage of the suit. It can also be 
seen that the inner blend layer (the blue layer), is of a single layer construction and 
relatively thin compared to the insulation central core that is described in the '158 prior art 
patent. 

4. I am informed by European representatives of the inventor and therefore aver that the 
reduction in the number of layers required in order to achieve an insulated suit is 
significant, both in achieving the required insulation and in the subsequent use of the suit.
